Three inches of rain fell on the 
East Liv erpool district M o n d a y 
night and early today in a series 
of brief, heav y storms, cau sing a 
rock slide on the East Liv erpool- 
Wellsv ille “su per road” that dam­ 
aged two au tos and washing o u t 
dozens of u nimprov ed streets. 
Dam 8 at Newell recorded th e 
heav iest downpou r in m o n t h s , 
nearly two and a half inches of 
rain in the 12 - hou r period ending 
at 7 this morning and more than 
a half - inch in the hou r that fol­ 
lowed.

A deleg atio n o f Russian militarists

civ ilian specialists sho uld be sho wn 
ev ep^ 
impo rtant detail o f ev ery installatio n 
t h i s 
co untry has paid fo r to pro tect it fro m sur­ 
prise attacks. 
Ev ery thing they want to see sho uld 
be 
sho wn to them. No thing sho uld be hidden o r 
clo uded o v er. It sho uld be made abundantly 
clear that inso far as it is humanly po ssible 
to av o id tempting ag g ressio n by being un­ 
prepared to react pro mptly the United States 
has defended itself to the nth deg ree. 
Actually , the So v iet Unio n’s espio nag e sy s­ 
tem already has fo und o ut mo st o f what it 
wants to kno w abo ut this co untry ’s early - 
warning sy stem. But to sho w the Kremlin 
ho w the wind is blo wing , its info rmers co uld 
be inv ited to fasten a lo ng thread to ev ery 
U.S. lo ng -rang e bo mber and g uided missile 
and ho ld it 24 ho urs a day , fig urativ ely 
speaking . 
This co untry has no t the slig htest intentio n 
o f launching a suprise attack o n the So v iet 
Unio n. It is preo ccupied so lely with way s 
and means o f keeping the So v iet Unio n fro m 


being tempted to launch a surprise attack o n 
the United States. 
It wo uld no t ask to inspect Russian instal­ 
latio ns; it assumes they are up to snuff and 
has no intentio n o f testing them. There wo uld 
be no o ccasio n to find o ut ho w they wo rk, 
unless Russia attacked first — and a co unter­ 
attack wo uld be no surprise. 
No o ne claims to understand what g o es 
thro ug h Prem ier Khrushchev ’s mind when he 
ang les fo r internatio nal co nference. So me 
times, he seems to talk to hear himseM talk; 
so metimes he seems to be say ing what so me­ 
o ne else wants him to say — so meo ne like 
Mao Tse-tung . the No . 1 Co mmunist po licy ­ 
m aker these day s. 
And there are times when Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev seems to be reflecting the absence o f 
any o rg anized tho ug ht at all; when he is 
just an ag ing po litician babbling rando m ideas 
to an internatio nal psy chiatrist. 
But if he. o r Mao . o r the psy chiatrist, o r 
who ev er o r whatev er is calling the turn wants 
an 
East-West 
co nference to wo rk o ut an 
ag reement to prev ent surprise attacks, this 
is o ne co nference the United States can at­ 
tend witho ut a qualm o r a quiv er. ’This co un­ 
try do es no t intend to surprise any bo dy . It 
intends o nly to keep fro m being surprised 
ag ain the way it was surprised Dec. 7. 19 41 
when it tempted the Japanese to start so me­ 
thing they co uld no t finish by being asleep 
at the switch. 


Go No rth With Discretio n 


There Is. fo rtunately , no m ass impulse to 
rush o ff to the fo rthco ming 49 th state, th o u^ 
Alaska will beco me less fo rbidding as it be­ 
co mes mo re familiar. 
The thing that co uld transfo rm it quickly 
wo uld be the dev elo pment o f a m ajo r o ij^ 
field — to day ’s co unterpart o f the g o l d 
strikes o f y estery ear. Until and unless that 
happens. Alaska’s dependence o n U.S. mili­ 
tary spending will co ntinue to make it an 
eco no mic upside-do wn land. 
A fifth o f its po pulatio n is military peo ple 
and their dependents. Its price and w a g e 
structure is based o n scales decreed by mil^ 
tary “ crash spending .” Sev enty per cent o f 
its inco me is fro m miUtary pay ro lls and 
purchases. 
Unlike the fabled fro ntier, the Alaskan fro n­ 
tier is no t waiting to be ^aked o ut and ex ­ 
plo ited.

All during the last fiv e y ears the 
Demo crats hav e been say ing that 
President Eisenho wer may earn­ 
estly fav o r internatio nal co o pera­ 
tio n but that he co uldn’t co ntro l 
his o wn party o n the issue. 
The Demo crats hav e co nstantly 
pictured the President as unable to 
g et his o wn party to do his bidding .

No lo ng er will it seem co nv inc­ 
ing fo r the Demo cratic party 's 
spo kesmen to be calling fo r “ bo ld, 
imag inativ e leadership” when the 
Demo crats who are in co ntro l o f 
Co ng ress hav e sabo tag ed the mo st 
impo rtant weapo n the United States 
g o v ernment can wield in the co ld 
war. 
There are all so rts o f reaso ns 
why v ario us members o f the Ho use 
are o ppo sed to fo reig n aid.

There are all so rts o f alibis be- 
in circulated and, as usual, the 
administratio n’s leaders o n Capi­ 
to l Hill are being blamed fo r this 
o r that erro r in tactics. 


THE FACT REMAINS, ho wev er, 
that the o ppo sitio n to the fo reig n 
aid pro g ram was well kno wn and 
the key Demo crats who were fig ht­ 
ing it were well kno wn. 
The truth is the Demo cratic lead­ 
ership wasn’t stro ng eno ug h to co n­ 
tro l its g ro ups o r was unwilling 
in a sho wdo wn to call o n th i 
Demo crats o f the Ho use to take 
sides ag ainst the Appro priatio ns 
Co mmittee. 
This is all the mo re puzzling 
because the big arg ument fo r the 
fo reig n aid pro g ram this y ear was 
that in the midst o f 
recessio n it 
wo uld help do mestic industries and 
fo ster reemplo y ment. 
It has been estimated that 75 
per cent o f the mo ney appro priat­ 
ed fo r fo reig n aid wiU be spent in 
this co untry with do mestic busi­ 
nesses. 
The Demo crats hav e been talk­ 
ing lo udly abo ut ho w they want 
to help the co untry g et back o n its 
feet thro ug h..m o re spending pro ­ 
g rams but when the Republicans, 
who usually are co nserv ativ e abo ut 
public spending , do g o alo ng with 
a measure wo rthy in itself but 
which acco mplishes this kind o f o b­ 
ject to o , it is surprising to see 
the Demo crats abando ning o ne o f 
their o wn pro fessed g o als. 
The trag ic part o f the episo de 
is that the United States g o v ern­ 
ment is being handicapped in its 
co ld war battles by the failure to 
pro v ide adequate funds. 
No bo dy seems to want to see 
draft caHs increased o r American 
armed fo rces put into actio n any ­ 
where abo ard, y et when the sim­ 
ple dev ice o f buy ing peace is put 
befo re the Ho use o f Representa­ 
tiv es the Demo cratic party turns 
away and leav es the natio n in the 
lurch.

state, wrestling with pro blems in 
no t-so -friendly places far away , to 
hav e 
tro uble 
erupt 
nex t 
do o r 
acro ss the unpatro lled bo rder in 
friendly Canada. 
Dulles has had his share o f this, 
mo stly 
in 
the 
eco no mic 
field. 
Canada has co mplained in recent 
y ears that the United States is 
hurting it by dumping surplus 
U. S. wheat o n the wo rld market, 
restricting Canadian o il impo rts, 
selling Canada mo re than it buy s, 
and so o n. 
There is also the pro blem o f se­ 
curity info rmatio n. The Canadian 
Mo unties hav e been supply ing the 
FBI with security data o n Cana­ 
dian citizens fo r y ears. But Can­ 
ada threatened to sto p that last 
y ear after the Senate Internal Se­ 
curity subco mmittee published a 


repo rt naming o ne o f her diplo ­ 
mats. 
E. Herbert No rman, then Can­ 
ada’s ambassado r to Eg y pt, co m­ 
mitted ^uicide in Cairo after the 
co mmittee said he had been ac­ 
tiv e in Co mmunist circles. Can­ 
ada’s indig nant fury was eno r­ 
mo us. 
Eisenho wer and Dulles are tack­ 
ling all these pro blems with their 
Canadian co unterparts at Ottawa. 
There is ho pe fo r pro g ress, al­ 
tho ug h the security issue is espe­ 
cially kno tty since, under the U.S. 
Co nstitutio n, the ex ecutiv e branch 
can make no pro mises binding o n 
the Co ng ress. 
The United States and Canada 
hav e been friendly so lo ng that al­ 
mo st 
no bo dy 
remembers 
when 
they were enemies. American rev ­ 
o lutio naries 
inv aded Canada 
in 
1775-76 , to o k Mo ntreal 
and be­ 
sieg ed Quebec. Mo st Canadians 
are co nv inced Theo do re Ro o sev elt 
bullied them into a disadv anta­ 
g eo us settlement o f the Alaska- 
Canada bo undary in 19 03. And 
so me may be wo ndering to day 
whether effo rts mig ht be made to 
acquire Canada’s west co ast fo r a 
land linkup with the 49 th state. 
It is no t hard to arg ue fo r the 
theo ry o f an inferio rity co mplex . 
Canada’s radio reeks with ro ck 
’n’ ro ll, Canada’s telev isio n leans 
to I Lo v e Lucy and similar U. S.- 
made pro g rams, the bo o ks and 
ev en the mag azines co me o v er­ 
whelming ly 
fro m 
the 
United 
States. Canadians talk like U. S. 
residents—tho se 
that 
do n’t 
talk 
French, that is—ev en tho ug h they 
swear alleg iance to Queen Eliza­ 
beth.

It has taken labo r a lo ng time 
to g et where it is to day and^therc 
still is plenty o f ro o m fo r impro v e­ 
m ent — bo th unio nwisc and em- 
plo y erwlse.

member jury . 
Psy chiatrists had fo und him to 
be sane. His tro uble was no t in­ 
sanity but sadism — lo v e o f cruel­ 
ty . Ev en tho se who are fo rg iv ers 
and 
fo rg etters 
abo ut 
atro cities 
co mmitted in Wo rld War II sho uld 
be willing to think abo ut the lo v e 
o f cruelty that caused the atro ci­ 
ties. 
The lurking sav ag e that sprang 
fro m S(Miimers when the o ppo r­ 
tunity c a m e has no t been de­ 
stro y ed. If a similar o ppo rtunity 
aro se, it wo uld spring ag ain, with 
whatev er refinements had been 
added to sadism by mo dern im­ 
pro v ements, such as better brain­ 
washing , mo re painful electrical 
sho cks, drug s that co uld turn hu­ 
mans into zo mbies and newer and 
better v ersio ns o f g as chambers. 
The happy illusio n that civ iliza­

When that happens, the sav ag e 
g o es berserk, ex actly the same 
way that a do g which has been a 
ho useho ld pet may rev ert to sav ­ 
ag ery when it smells blo o d. The 
mo st po werful arg ument fo r abo li­ 
tio n o f war as an instrument o f na­ 
tio nal po licy is that the sadistf 


amo ng us must nev er be let o ff 
the sto ut chains which keep them 
fro m running amuck. 
The sadists who ran Buchenwald 
and so me o f the infamo us Japan­ 
ese camps hav e been ro unded up 
and put away , but the sadists whs 
wo uld do the same thing s ag ain, 
with mo dern impro v ements, a r e 
pattering up and do wn the streets 
lo o king like ev ery bo dy else — but 
waiting . 
All they need is o ne whiff o f 
cruelty to set them o ff to wilder 
and weirder adv entures o f cruelty 
than any thing they hav e do ne y et.

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This Time Khrushchev Has An Idea 


East-West conference of military and civil­ 


ian experts to work out an agreement to 


prevent surprise attacks by one nation on 
another is the best idea Premier Khrushchev 


has had. 
This one should be snapped up like a bar­ 
gain. 
A delegation of Russian militarists 
a n d 
civilian specialists should be shown 
every 
Important detail of every installation t h i s 
country has paid for to protect it from sur­ 
prise attacks. 
Everything they want to see should 
be 
shown to them. Nothing should be hidden or 
clouded over. It should be made abundantly 
clear that insofar as it is humanly possible 
to avoid tempting aggression by being un­ 
prepared to react promptly the United States 
has defended itself to the nth degree. 
Actually, the Soviet Union’s espionage sys­ 
tem already has found out most of what it 
wants to know about this country’s early- 
warning system. But to show the Kremlin 
how the wind is blowing, its informers could 
be invited to fasten a long thread to every 
U.S. long-range bomber and guided missile 
and hold it 24 hours a day, figuratively 
speaking. 
This country has not the slightest intention 
of launching a suprise attack on the Soviet 
Union. It is preoccupied solely with ways 
and means of keeping the Soviet Union from 


being tempted to launch a surprise attack on 
the United States. 
It would not ask to inspect Russian instal­ 
lations: it assumes they are up to snuff and 
has no intention of testing them. There would 
be no occasion to find out how they work, 
unless Russia attacked first — and a counter­ 
attack would be no surprise. 
No one claims to understand what goes 
through Premier Khrushchev’s mind when he 
angles for international conference. Some 
times, he seems to talk to hear himself talk; 
sometimes he seems to be saying what some­ 
one else wants him to say — someone like 
Mao Tse-tung, the No. I Communist policy­ 
maker these days. 
And there are times when Premier Khrush­ 
chev seems to be reflecting the absence of 
any organized thought at all; when he is 
just an aging politician babbling random ideas 
to an international psychiatrist. 
But if he. or Mao, or the psychiatrist, or 
whoever or whatever is calling the turn wants 
an 
East-West 
conference to work out an 
agreement to prevent surprise attacks, this 
is one conference the United States can at­ 
tend without a qualm or a quiver. This coun­ 
try does not intend to surprise anybody. It 
intends only to keep from being surprised 
again the way it was surprised Dec. 7, 1941 
when it tempted the Japanese to start some­ 
thing they could not finish by being asleep 
at the switch. 


Go North With Discretion 


There is, fortunately, no mass impulse to 
rush off to the forthcoming 49th state, though 
Alaska will become less forbidding as it be­ 
comes more familiar. 
The thing that could transform it quickly 
would be the development of a major oi^ 
field — today’s counterpart of the g o l d 
strikes of yesteryear. Until and unless that 
happens. Alaska’s dependence on U.S. mili­ 
tary spending will continue to make it an 
economic upside-down land. 
A fifth of its population is military people 
and their dependents. Its price and w a g e 
structure is based on scales decreed by mili­ 
tary “crash spending.” Seventy per cent of 
its income is from military payrolls and 
purchases. 
Unlike the fabled frontier, the Alaskan fron­ 
tier is not waiting to be staked out and ex­ 
ploited. Only two per cent of Alaska has been 
iurveyed. About one per cent of its 350 mil­ 
lion acres could be farmed, and less than 


seven-tenths of one per cent of that meager 
two per cent actually is being farmed. It 
Is not a land of opportunity for individuals 
who have nothing to work with but their 
hands. 
Yet it is a land of opportunity for those 
who work with their minds, because every­ 
thing about it challenges human imagina­ 
tion — its potentialities as an oil field, its 
other widely varied mineral resources, 
its 
strategic location at the crossroads of North 
America and Asia and the likelihood that 
many (rf its obstacles will lye overcome in­ 
side 
of 
another 
generation 
by human 
Ingenuity. 
A famous newspaper editor once advised 
young men to “go west.” It will be tempt­ 
ing to believe young men now should “go 
north,” but those who go should use the ut­ 
most discretion, plus enough cash to survive. 
By the time they get that much, they would 
be better off to stay outside.”

When the New York Central Railroad tells 


the mayor of New York City it may abandon 


Grand Central Station and quit running trains 


into the city unless it is relieved of punitive 


taxes, no one thinks its spokesmen are bluf­ 


fing. 
Railroads operating in neighboring N e w 
Jersey have told the governor of that state 
they must have tax relief or be forced into 
bankruptcy. It is not a m atter of struggling 
to gain some theoretical advantage that 
prompts such outspokenness these days. What 
once would have sounded like ultimatums is­ 
sued by arrogant management today are ul­ 
timatums issued by arithmetic. Taxes can 
bring bankruptcy. 
When President Alfred E. Perlman of New 
York Central was asked 
how 
passengers 
would get into the city if all NTC trains 
stopped 30 miles away, he said they could 
do it the same way they now reach the city 
when airplanes stop at Idlewild A i r p o r t . 
They could use taxicabs, limousine service, 
or buses. He pointed out that the New Haven 
Railroad is considering the same d r a s t i c 
move. 
The significance of these especially dra­ 
matic crises in public transportation is clear. 
Public transportation no longer is dickering 
for extraordinary favors. It is fighting for 
survival. Either it is given the right to live,

fives has virtually emasculated the 
President’s program for defense 
support, abroad. 
Mr. Eisenhower 
calls it a “setback” for the free 
world. 
All during the last five years the 
Democrats have been saying that 
President Eisenhower may earn­ 
estly favor international coopera­ 
tion but that he couldn’t control 
his own party on the issue. 
The Democrats have constantly 
pictured the President as unable to 
get his own party to do his bidding. 
In a key vote, however, in the 
House of Representatives last week 
the Democrats lined up 140 to 60 
to defeat the appropriation of 75 
million dollars which was to have 
been restored to a bill in which 
the administration requests had al­ 
ready been cut by 800 million. The 
Republicans lined up 105 to 74 
for the amendment. 
Thus it was the Republican party 
which not only stuck by the leader­ 
ship of the White House but also 
put itself on record as favoring 
mutual security. 


NO LONGER will the Democratic 
campaign speakers be able to 
taunt the Republicans about their 
supposed isolationism. 
No longer will it seem convinc­ 
ing for the Democratic party's 
spokesmen to be calling for “bold, 
imaginative leadership” when the 
Democrats who are in control of 
Congress have sabotaged the most 
important weapon the United States 
government can wield in the cold 
war. 
There are all sorts of reasons 
why various members of the House 
are opposed to foreign aid. But 
most of them are unaware of or 
unwilling to face up to the many 
ticklish problems confronting the 
Department of State and other gov­ 
ernmental agencies in carrying on 
the cold war. Where the United 
States spends a few millions in a 
country, the Soviets 
spend far 
more. 
These delicate questions are ex­ 
plained in confidence to the com­ 


mittees of Congress and it is sig­ 
nificant that both the House For­ 
eign Affairs Committee and the 
Senate Foreign Relations commit- 
lee with a non-partisan approach 
approved overwhelmingly the Pres­ 
ident’s program of approximately 
$3,900,000. 
It was only when the measure 
was up for consideration by the 
House Appropriations Committee 
that the measure struck a snag. 
Here the bitter opposition of Demo­ 
cratic party isolationists brought 
severe curtailment. 
Why 
weren’t 
the 
Democratic 
leaders able to override one of 
their own committees and why 
weren’t they successful in winning 
more votes on the floor? 
There are all sorts of alibis be­ 
in circulated and, as usual, the 
administration’s leaders on Capi­ 
tol Hill are being blamed for this 
or that error in tactics. 


THE FACT REMAINS, however, 
that the opposition to the foreign 
aid program was well known and 
the key Democrats who were fight­ 
ing it were well known. 
The truth is the Democratic lead­ 
ership wasn’t strong enough to con­ 
trol its groups or was unwilling 
in a showdown to call on th I 
Democrats of the House to take 
sides against the Appropriations 
Committee. 
This is all the more puzzling 
because the big argument for the 
foreign aid program this year was 
that in the midst of 
recession it 
would help domestic industries and 
foster reemployment. 
It has been estimated that 75 
per cent of the money appropriat­ 
ed for foreign aid will be spent In 
this country with domestic busi­ 
nesses. 
The Democrats have been talk­ 
ing loudly about how they want 
to help the country get back on its 
feet through more spending pro­ 
grams but when the Republicans, 
who usually are conservative about 
public spending, do go along with 
a measure worthy in itself but 
which accomplishes this kind of ab­ 
ject too, it is surprising to gee 
the Democrats abandoning one of 
their own professed goals. 
The tragic part of the episode 
is that the United States govern­ 
ment is being handicapped in its 
cold war battles by the failure to 
provide adequate funds. 
Nobody seems to want to see 
draft calfs increased or American 
armed forces put into action any­ 
where aboard, yet when the sim­ 
ple device of buying peace is put 
before the House of Representa­ 
tives the Democratic party turns 
away and leaves the nation in the 
lurch.

Millions of Americans are now studying the 
map to see where Alaska is and to see if 
the vacation spots are well marked, includ­ 
ing the Malamute Saloon and the place where 
Dangerous Dan McGrew once slept. 
Misinformation on Alaska is flabbergasting. 
Most folks think of it as the place of igloos, 
sleds, Eskimo dogs, seals, salmon, snow, ice 
television series featuring a dog that could 
solve the world crime problem. As a m atter 
of fact it is fabulously rich in resources, has 
big cities, traffic problems and weather that 
is at this time of year extra swell. 


JUST 
WHERE 
the McClellan 
committee will start is their secret. 
But they could well begin in 1939 
when Chicago restaurant and night 
club owners were just a bit weary 
of beatings, sluggings, bombings 
and just old-fashioned strikes — 
meaning violence, stench bombs 
and window smashing. 
The Chicago Restaurant Assn. 
was subtly informed that it could 
if it hired one Abe Teitelbaum to 
handle its “labor relations.” For 
such counsel, lawyer Teitelbaum 
wanted only $125,000 a year, a new 
type prevailing wage. 
The restaurant owners hired him. 
All 
labor troubles 
disappeared. 
The association paid its money, 
asked no questions — and got labor 
peace. 
As it will be more detailedly ex­ 
plained before the McClellan com­ 
mittee by Virgil Peterson, director 
of the Chicago Crime Commission, 
Teitelbaum was closely associated 
with one James E. Blakely, fifth 
international vice president of this 
Hotel and Restaurant Employes 
Union. 


ON MARCH 16, 1951, the Chi­ 
cago T r i b u n e bluntly described 
Blakely as a former gunman and 
a known associate of gangsters and 
hoodlums. Brother Blakely still is 
an international vice president and 
will soon be investigated by the 
AFL-CIO Ethical Practices Com­ 
mittee. 
It was all one social set. Counse­ 
lor Teitelbaum was “Scarface” Al 
Capone’s lawyer. And the “labort 
relations expert” often said: “Al­ 
phonse Capone was one of the 
most honorable men I ever m et.” 
Of course, that was in the days 
before the colleagues of “Scar­ 
face,” sometimes known as Al 
Brown, moved Teitelbaum out of 
his cushy spot not too long ago. 
Thus the mob worked both ends. 
Through 
Teitelbaum 
they 
used 
the Chicago catering unions to 
hang one on the restaurant own­ 
ers. Through others in the syndi­ 
cate, the McClellan committee will 
disclose, they tied unions to the 
gambling networks, for example. 
We trace this one through the 
late 
Claude 
(Screwy) 
Maddox. 
He was a power in the Chicago 
area restaurant unions. 


Just before Queen Elizabeth II 
and Prince Philip flew to Canada 
last Columbus Day, they were vac­ 
cinated against Asian flu, then 
raging in North America. 
But President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State Dulles, flying 
there today, have no such protec­ 
tion. There is no handy vaccine 
to dispel what ails Canada in its 
relations with the United States. 
Sigmund 
Freud 
might 
have 
diagnosed it as an inferiority com­ 
plex. But say that in Ottawa and 
you’ll get a cross look, if not a 
right cross to the jaw. Ask almost 
any American and he’s baffled, 
if he’s thought about it at all. 
Chances are he takes Canada for 
granted. 
Eisenhower 
and 
Dulles 
have 
thought about it a great deal, es­ 
pecially Dulles. It’s mighty dis­ 
concerting 
for a 
secretary 
of 
state, wrestling with problems in 
not-so-friendly places far away, to 
have 
trouble 
erupt 
next 
door 
across the unpatrolled border in 
friendly Canada. 
Dulles has had his share of this, 
mostly 
in 
the 
economic 
field. 
Canada has complained in recent 
years that the United States is 
hurting it by dumping surplus 
U. S. wheat on the world market, 
restricting Canadian oil imports, 
selling Canada more than it buys, 
and so on. 
There is also the problem of se­ 
curity information. The Canadian 
Mounties have been supplying the 
FBI with security data on Cana­ 
dian citizens for years. But Can­ 
ada threatened to stop that last 
year after the Senate Internal Se­ 
curity subcommittee published a 


report naming one of her diplo­ 
mats. 
E. Herbert Norman, then Can­ 
ada’s ambassador to Egypt, com­ 
mitted suicide in Cairo after the 
committee said he had been ac­ 
tive in Communist circles. Can­ 
ada’s indignant fury was enor­ 
mous. 
Eisenhower and Dulles are tack­ 
ling all these problems with their 
Canadian counterparts at Ottawa. 
There is hope for progress, al­ 
though the security issue is espe­ 
cially knotty since, under the U.S. 
Constitution, the executive branch 
can make no promises binding on 
the Congress. 
The United States and Canada 
have been friendly so long that al­ 
most 
nobody 
remembers 
when 
they were enemies. American rev­ 
olutionaries 
invaded 
Canada in 
1775-76, took Montreal 
and be­ 
sieged Quebec. Most Canadians 
are convinced Theodore Roosevelt 
bullied them into a disadvanta­ 
geous settlement of the Alaska- 
Canada boundary in 1903. And 
some may be wondering today 
whether efforts might be made to 
acquire Canada’s west coast for a 
land linkup with the 49th state. 
It is not hard to argue for the 
theory of an inferiority complex. 
Canada’s radio reeks with rock 
’n’ roll, Canada’s television leans 
to I Love Lucy and similar U. S.- 
made programs, the books and 
even the magazines come over­ 
whelmingly 
from 
the 
United 
States. Canadians talk like U. S. 
residents—those that 
don’t talk 
French, that is—even though they 
swear allegiance to Queen Eliza­ 
beth.

If you are a forgiver and forget- 
ter about atrocities in World War 
II, a sentence of life imprison­ 
ment upon conviction for murder­ 
ing 25 persons at Buchenwald con­ 
centration camp will not make you 
interested in Gerhard Martin Som­ 
mer of West Germany. 
You will not care one way or 
another that the defendant had 
been charged with the murder of 
hundreds of helpless victims in one 
of the ghastly slaughterhouses of 
W’orld War IL It will not strike you 
as curious that his conviction final­ 
ly was 
obtained by narrowing 
down the charge to 25 inmates 
killed with lethal hypodermic injec­ 
tions — a handful of his victims. 
“ Of all the penalties available 
under the law for the punishment 
of crime, one can find no expiation 
that is even approximately fitting 
to the horrible guilt of Sommer,” 
said the West German prosecu­ 
tor in the summation of a four- 
week trial. Sommer, a wheelchair 
cripple because of the loss of an 
arm 
and leg 
on 
the 
Russian 
front, was found guilty immediate­ 
ly by a three-man court and a six- 
member jury. 
Psychiatrists had found him to 
be sane. His trouble was not in­ 
sanity but sadism — love of cruel­ 
ty. Even those who are forgivers 
and 
forgetters 
about 
atrocities 
committed in World War II should 
be willing to think about the love 
of cruelty that caused the atroci­ 
ties. 
The lurking savage that sprang 
from Sommers when the oppor­ 
tunity c a m e has not been de­ 
stroyed. If a similar opportunity 
arose, it would spring again, with 
whatever refinements had been 
added to sadism by modern im­ 
provements, such as better brain­ 
washing, more painful electrical 
shocks, drugs that could turn hu­ 
mans into zombies and newer and 
better versions of gas chambers. 
The happy illusion that civiliza­ 
tion has leashed its savage is one 
of the reasons for forgiving and 
forgetting war atrocities w h e n 
wars are over. But civilization has 
done no such thing. It only has 
made it possible to understand 
more clearly why savages must 
be kept leashed. 
Every nation has them. Nothing 
about their appearance gives them 
away. They sit next to you at the 
ball game. Some of them are your 
friends. They love their families 
and pitch in to help all the good 
causes. They are no different from 
anybody else, until they get a 
whiff of cruelty. 
When that happens, the savage 
goes berserk, exactly the same 
way that a dog which has been a 
household pet may revert to sav­ 
agery when it smells blood. The 
most powerful argument for aboli­ 
tion of war as an instrument of na­ 
tional policy is that the sadist# 


among us must never be let off 
the stout chains which keep them 
from running amuck. 
The sadists who ran Buchenwald 
and some of the infamous Japan­ 
ese camps have been rounded up 
and put away, but the sadists wha 
would do the same things again, 
with modern improvements, a r e 
pattering up and down the streets 
looking like everybody else — but 
waiting. 
All they need is one whiff of 
cruelty to set them off to wilder 
and weirder adventures of cruelty 
than anything they have done yet. 
The geniuses of the rack, the wheel, 
the molten lead poured into the hu­ 
man ear, the sealed freight car, 
the gas chamber rigged up like a 
shower bath, the splinters driven 
under the fingernails, the fire, the 
whip, the brain-washing and the hy­
